DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1 - 4 and 6 - 13 are pending. 
Claim 5 has been canceled 
Claims 1 - 4 and 6 - 13 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4 - 7, filed December 1 1 , 2009, with respect to 
the 35 USC 112, first paragraphs and the 35 USC 103(a) rejections of claims 1-4 and 6 
- 8 have been fully considered and are persuasive, in view of the amendment to claim 1 
and arguments. The rejection of claims 1-4 and 6 - 8 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 4 
and 6 - 1 3 are allowed because none of the None of the prior art references teach or 
suggest a motivation for the reaction process where the amount of water contained in 
the reaction system is maintained at the level of 500 to 5000 ppm after the degree of 
conversion. Maintaining the water at this level after the degree of conversion: reduces 
the possibility of a reverse reaction that promotes the reduction of the monoglyceride 
produced; and eliminates the need to further purify monoglyceride produced with 
molecular distillation or a concentrator. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
